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PREFACE. 





THE present small work is intended to form a basis for the 
further study of Hebrew Grammar, and to meet the require- 
ments of all the Standards of the Chief Rabbi’s Code. The 
fuller study of the language as far as the end of the Regular 
Verb will be dealt with in Part 11. (shortly to appear), which 
will contain copious exercises. Part III. will deal fully 
with the Guttural and Irregular Verbs, and so complete the 
Grammar. 


The use of this ‘Elements’ presupposes fluent reading of 
Hebrew, and will enable the beginner to construe all, except 
the wholly irregular, forms in the Bible. The translation of 
the Bible and Prayer Book should be carried on side by side 
with the study of Grammar, and illustrations of the elemen- 
tary rules given in this book should be pointed out by the 
teacher. 


The Exercises, pp. 33 to 44, should be written out as soon 
as each paragraph is known, as they illustrate the rules and 
tables, and will serve as an introduction to the simpler forms 
‘of Hebrew composition. The Vocabularies and rules at the 
foot of each page of Exercises should be learnt by heart. 


An Appendix, containing a list of the Biblical Books, has 
been added. 


My warmest thanks are hereby tendered to my revered 
teacher, Dr. Friedlander, for having read the proofs and for
